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Saudi Arabia Begins 
To Slow Its Spending

RIYADH — iMIer a decade-long 
binge of spending and building 
fueled by gigantic financial sur- 
pluses, Saudi Arabia has started 
tightening its purse strings in re- 
sponse to plunging ofl revenues — 
a process whose extent and poten- 
tial social impact is unpredictable. 

Austerity, Saudi style, remains 
comfortable compared to that of 
most countries, with Western ana- 
lysts predicting continued econom- 
ic growth even this year. But tbe 
. Saudi government, with a charac- 
teristic lack of any public explana- 
tion, is quietly moving to minimize 
the effect of spending cuts on Sau- 
di Arabians, particularly on tbe in- 
fluential business dass that em- 
di 


As a result, Saudi production, 
which has run as high as ]0 million 
barrels a day. fell earlier this year 
to below three million barrels a 
day, according to Saudi sources. 

This will probably bring Saudi 
oil income down tins year to less 
than half the 1981 figure of 5112 
billion, perhaps even down to S40 
billion. 

Explaining why the dramatic 
drop in income will not undermine 
the cotm try's stability, Saudi offi- 
cials said that tbe country can use a 
period of economic coding off and 
consolidation. 

After spending half a trillion 
dollars since the oil-price rise in 
1973, Saudi Arabia has built more 
modem facilities than its estimated 
five million people can use, and the 
society needs time to catch up, ac- 
cording to an influential prince 
who agreed to discuss the problem 
on condition he not be named.

PARIS — The French govern- 
ment on Tuesday abandoned plans 
to hold a 1989 world's fair here, 
ending months of controversy over 
an exhibition that the ruling Social- 
ists had hoped would be a tribute 
lo their achievements, and 
France's, on the 200th anniversary 
of the French Revolution. 

Announcing the cancellation of 
the project, Michel VauzeDc. Presi- 
dent Francois Mitterrand's spokes- 
man, sought lo place the blame for 
the decision on (be mayor of Paris, 
Jacques Chirac. 

Mr. Chirac, who is also the lead- 
ing figure of the center-right oppo- 
sition. said od Monday that hold- 
ing the fair in Paris would be too 
expensive, disrupt life in the city 
and lead to unreasonable local tax 
increases. 

Mr. VauzeUe lode note of “the 
unfavorable advice from the deci- 
ed officials responsible for Paris 
and the Paris region" and said: 
“The President of the Republic, 
who announced that nothing 
would be done without the agree- 
ment of the elected officials, has 
asked the government to shelve the 
file."

Mr. Shultz maintained an upbeat 
tone about his meetings with Saudi 
and Lebanese leaders and spoke fa- 
vorably about the prospects for de- 
veloping a dialogue with Syria 
about “mutual interests that go be- 
yond*' the issue of Syrian with- 
drawal from Lebanon. 

But senior U.S. officials travel- 
ing with Mr. Shultz said that they 
saw little prospect of breaking the 
impasse over the withdrawal o? for- 
eign forces from Lebanon. Barring 
some unexpected concession from 
Mr. Assad, they suggested that Mr. 
Shultz would return to Washington 
on Friday with a fairly bleak as- 
sessment of the situation. 

Syria has refused to eater witb- 

- drswal talks with Lebanon similar 
to those earlier this year between 
Israel and Lebanon. Those talks, in 
which Mr. Shultz acted as an in- 
termediary, led to a security agree- 
ment between the two nations and 
a commitment by Israel to pull its 
forces out of Lebanon if Syria and 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion did the same. 

Early Tuesday, Mr. Shultz met 
in Saudi Arabia with King Fahd 
Mr. Shultz lat» described the 
talks, which took place between 


midnight and 2 A.M.. as 
“worthwhile and constructive.'’ 

He said “It was gratifying to see 
with King Fahd- that we continue 
to share the objectives of the re- 
moval of all foreign forces from 
Lebanon."

Bonn Tries Russian for Bid to Steal NATO Codes

DUSSELDOKF — A member of the Soviet 
trade mission, allegedly caught trying to buy de- 
tails of MAID computer codes, went on trial here 
Tuesday, accused of espionage. 

Gennadi Batachev, who is with the trade mis- 
sion in Cologne, was arrested in February as be 
accepted what he thought were secret documents 
from a West German contact in Cologne, authori- 
ties said. 

The 42- year-old engineer, who has no diplomat- 
ic immunity, was charged by the West German 
federal prosecutor with using his position at the 
trade mission to try to obtain classified informa- 
tion about computer electronics. 

He denied the charges Tuesday, calling them a 


deliberate provocation designed to harm relations 
between Bonn and Moscow. 

The indictment said that Mr. Batachev bad tried 
to obtain technical plans from the computer firm, 
that buDt a data commnmcatibns system exdu- 
rivdy for use by the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation and West German security authorities.

Sometimes the money in the 
highly complex bill simply came as 
too much of a surprise to allow 
much planning. For example, Mi- 
chigan transportation officials did 
not know they would get $2 milli on 
to improve the Lansing and Jack- 
son Amtrak railroad, stations until 
the bill was signori. 

Delays in spending the funds can 
also be traced to rides and other 
special circumstances that vary by 
slate and locality. Maine’s $3 2 mil- 
lion in community development 
block grants are being hdd up by a 
thipe-year-old stale law that re- 
quires die approval of the state le- 
gislature to receive any federal 
money. 

The increased gasoline tax, on 
the other band, would create 
320,000 new jobs, the Reagan ad- 
ministration estimated in De- 
cember. Most of them are still in 


the planning and bidding stage, 
although John Board of the Asso- 
ciated General Contractors of 
America said he expected the sum- 
mer construction season to turn out 
to be one of the basest in many 
years. 

The Federal Highway Adminis- 
tration, which controls the trust 
fund that gets the added tax 
money, began authorizing repaid 
of highways, streets and bridges in 
January, a few days after the mea- 
sure was signed into law, though 
motorists did not start paying the 
extra tax rmtil April 1. 

Eighty percent of the extra gaso- 
line tax is earmarked for highway 
and bridge work, and the rest win 
go to aid mass transit projects such 
as renovating New York City’s sub- 
way and building the Los Angeles 
underground transit system. 

The gasoline tax money has not 
been a painless boon to the states, 
however, because of the require- 
ment that states must pay 10 per- 
cent of major highway and bridge 
repairs under the program and 25 
percent of other road repairs. 

So far, 22 states have increased 
various taxes, chiefly on fud, to 
take advantage of the federal 
money.

U.S. Envoy Ends Term in Brazil 
With Central America Policy Clash

With the economic recovery, automobile 
sales are rising rapidly. The time to ped off 
the quotas is when the market is expanding 
and employment is stable. Perhaps there is a 
case for doing it in stages, over a ooupfe of 
years, so as to avoid a sodden great surge of 
imports. In principle that is a slightly dubious 
expedient, but in practice it offers the industry 
a measure of reassurance and would perhaps 
keep the issue of automobile protectionism out 
of the presidential campaign. 

Tbe ooe thing you can say for these year-to- 
year quotas is that th^ are cerminly preferable 
to permanent protectionist legislation like the 
domestic content bill, which would require 
nearly every car sold in the United States 
to be in some proportion manufactured there. 
Although that biD is not likdy to be passed by 
Congress and is even less likely to be signed by 
President Reagan, it is a genuine menace, 
Temporary quotas, expanding over time, 
would not be an intolerable price to pay for 
diminished pre s sure to enact a far more da- 
maging alternative. But tbe goal that best 
serves the American economy and consumers 
is a return to an unrestricted market.

In Defense of NATO’s 2- Track Missile Plan 


y^RUSSELS — Thus far, as we 


have found so often in pro- 
posals made by the West for prac- 
tical steps toward disarmament, 
the Russians have shown no de- 
sire to cooperate. They have re- 
jected the most sweeping disarma- 
ment plan, the zero option, which, 
however, remains on the table: 

Tbe peace marchers and the 
Greens tdl us in loud shouts that 
they am against all nuclear weap- 
ons.

Harry James, 67, Dies; 
Big Band Trumpeter

LAS VEGAS — Hany James, 67, 
the trumpet player and one of the 
last stars of & big band era of the 
1930s and 1940s still performing, 
died early Tuesday in Valky Hos- 
pital, a family spokesman said. 

Mr. James, who was born into a 
' circus famtiy and became known as 
the “world’s greatest trumpeter,” 
had suffered from lymph gland and 
lung cancer since ApriL Despite 
the illness, Mr. James had contin- 
ued to travel with his bond, playing 
in Denver June 10-11 and in Los 
;June26. " 

le made his home in Las Vegas 
and had a penchant for golf, horse 
racing and basebafl. He owned sev- 
eral racehorses. 

One of his four marriages was to 
Betty Grabk, the movie star and 
favorite pm-up of the GIs in World 
War II, who died in 1 973. 

Mr. James got his start with, an- 
other big band star, Benny Good- 
man, and later launched careers for 
. angers such as Frank Sinatra, Dick 
Haymes and Kitty KaBen. 

In an interview three years ago, 
Mr. James talked of old times and 
his revival, of the sound to which 
other generations swayed. 

“To me, there are no old times 

— there’s only today," he said. “I

what we’re going to do." 

At the time be was touring the

around the Southwest Within a 
few years he was offered a job with 
Ben Pollack’s orchestra and he 
wrote a song, “Pedrin" which start- 
ed a dance craze among a newly 
spawned group of jam lovers who 
were known as jitterbugs. 

But it was a trumpet solo on a 
Pollack: record called “Deep Ebn” 
that brought Mr. James his first 
real break, a recording of “Sweet 
King." 

Mr. Goodman heard the record 
and sent for Mr. James, who joined 
Mm in 1937. It was Mr. Goodman 
who encouraged Mr. James to form 
his own band and in 1939 Ik look 
tbeadvice. 

When Mr. James went off on bis 
own he found the going tough. His 
band was good but there were no 
listeners. Then he took advantage 
of his own horn and recorded 
“Yon Made Me Love You” and 
the country sat up and listened. He 
followed ms original hit recording 
with “I Cried For You,” “1 Had 
the Craziest Dream," “Giibiribin” 
and other inis with gaudy solos.

Last year's figures were boosted, 
in pan. by an increase in incentive 
compensation from 70 to 100 ru- 
pees (3bout S7 to S10). according 
to family planning experts. The na- 
tional target for sterilizations has 
been raised this year from 4.52 mil- 
lion to 5.9 million. 

A Family Planning Foundation 
task force has proposed a package 
of incentive and disincentive 
schemes to bring down the birth 
rate. They include financial incen- 
tives to communities that reduce 


their birth rate, and the issuance pf 
“ gre e n cards" to families of two 
children or less. 

The cards would entitle a family 
to preferential treatment in hospi- 
tals, in getting electricity and water 
connections and admission "to 
schools.

O N the morning that I write these words 
the headline across the top of the sports 
page reads, “Vilas Draw One-Year Suspen- 
sion for Taking Appearance Money” ; the story 
beneath it describes how the world’s fifth- 
ranked tennis player has been found guilty by 
the Men's International Professional Tennis 
Council of accepting a g uarantee of 5100,000 
merely to show up at a European tou rn ame n t 
earlier this year. But what’s shocking about 
this news, as is made dear by Michael 
Mewshaw's devastating examination of the pro 
circuit, is not that Guillermo V3as took the 
money but that be has been punished for 
doing so. 

Until the pro council took this action 
a gaingf Vilas, not a single professional tennis 
player bad been suspended for a practice that, 
u me is to believe Mewshaw, has been tontine 
procedure in the game for years — the pay- 
ment of “bribes or inducements” by tourna- 
ment officials to attract “star players who mil 
bring in sponsors, television contracts and 
fans/’ 

As Mewshaw tells it, the story only begins 
with appearance money. Equally common 
practices described in “Short Giant” involve 
the splitting of prize money in tournaments 
where a “great disparity" between the money 
for winner and loser “invited secret pre-match 
deals to divide the pot"; the throwing, or 
“tanking,” of matches and the widespread atti- 
tude that, in the words of oneoflkra. “I don’t 
care if people tank, as long as they put on a 
good mow”; the rigging of lucrative matches 
so that, as the French star Yannick Noah put 
it, “the players reach an agreement to {day 
three sets: (me apiece and then an honest 
third,” and the policing of this mess by an offi- 
cialdom that is “like a corrupt police depart- 
ment that investigates itself and always awards 
itself a medal for integrity.” 

What shocked Mewshaw was not the sus- 
ceptibility of immature and self-centered play- 
ers to flattery and bribery, but the lama es- 
tablishment’s benign tolerance of blatant vio- 
lations of its own strictures. In certain respects 
his deepest contempt is reserved not for the 
satraps of the game but for the tennis press, 
some members of which go hand in glove with 
the people they allegedly coven 
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the cirouiL” The conditioos in which they play 
can vary insanely, each new arena andchmale 
demanding hasty adjustments in their 
Those who are mamed or otherwise attached 
often find that the pressures of the tom are 
built-in causes of estrangement. 

“Short Circuit” is. if anything, an amnd™ . 
and enlightening account of what pro teem 
players are like and what it is like to be out; 
Mewshaw, the author of five first-rate novels, 
is a good writer and a tough, penetrating ob- 
server. But more than anything, ‘'Short Gr- 
ant” is a book about a beautiful gam* that 
may well have been corrupted beyond redemp- 
tion by the people who squeeze it for prow 
and advantage. After reading it I concluded 
that I have watched my last professional tewm;

The Women-in-War Furor 

Book bv a Former Vietnam Nurse Reopens the Debate

W ASHINGTON — Lynda 
Van Devanter went to 
Vietnam as a U.S. Army nurse in 
1969, a nice girl from Arlington, 
Vir ginia, who sported a mine- 
stone American flag pin in the la- 
pd of her fatigues. 

She came home a year later bit- 
terly opposed to the war and 
spent the next decade in a numb- 
ing swiil of unrewarding jobs and 
failed relationships, drinking her- 
self to sleep and vainly trying to 
banish the recurring nightmare of 
a dying teen-age soldier whose 
face had been blown off. 

Van Devanter’s painful meta- 
morphosis is graphically chroni- 
cled in her autobiography, 
“Home Before Morning," be- 
lieved to be the first account of 
t he war by a woman veteran. 

The book has sparked an emo- 
tional debate among female sol- 
diers, a group that has been large- 
ly overlooked in tbe national re- 
examination of the United 
States's longest and most unpop- 
ular war. 

Although the controversy 
echoes earlier debates about Viet- 
nam books written by male veter- 
ans. it is tinged with the particu- 
lar sensitivity that surrounds 
questions involving women in the 
military. Only 7,000 of the 2J5 
million Vietnam veterans are ' 
women, most of them nurses. 

Critics, among them several 
army officers who served with 
Van Devanter at the 67tb and 
71st Evacuation Hospitals, are 
disputing portions of the book, 
saying sne has exaggerated and 
distorted conditions to bolster her 
anti-military views. 

A high-ranking official of the 
Veterans Administ ration claims 
Van Devanter’s portrayal of war- 
time relationships — including a 
long affair with a married sur- 
geon — the use of profanity, the 
heavy drinking and drug use she 
describes, as well as her postwar 
breakdown cast "the entire army 
nurse corps in a disparaging 
light." 

"Lynda Van Devanter herself 
has said on numerous occasions 
that the image of the army nurse 
is either lesbian or whore,” said 
Nora Kinzer, special assistant to 


VA Administrator Harry Walters. 
"I am upset that such an image is 
portrayed in her book,” said 
Kinzer, a former assistant secre- 
tary of the army who notes that 
the VA is eager to present all 
Vietnam veterans in a "positive 
light.” 

Van Devanter, women’s direc- 
tor rtf the Washington- based Viet- 
nam Veterans of America (VVA), 
denies that she distorted condi- 
tions. She attributes much of the 
criticism to her book's anti-mili- 
tary tone and to her political ac- 
tivism. including a trip to Hanoi 
by a veterans’ delegation last Me- 
morial Day. 

“This is my story although 
many others had similar experi- 
ences," said Van Devanter, 36, in 
her office in the rundown town 
bouse that serves as WA head- 
quarters. “These people would 
obviously prefer that 1 had writ- 
ten a book that said we were 
saints and angels and everything 
was wonderful. They’re trying to 
write revisionist history." 

That is precisely what several 
of Van Devan ters former col- 
leagues say she has done. 

Toe bora: is replete with vivid 
descriptions of grueling 72-hour 
shifts by medical personnel "fall- 
ing into an almost deathlike sleep 
at the operating tables.” It says 
they worked under a steady bar- 
rage of enemy rocket attacks on a 
"never-ending flow of casualties,” 
while standing in an inch-deep 
mixture of mud and blood "rem- 
iniscent of a '50s honor film ” 

"1 certainty don’t recognize 
that," said Colonel Mary Grace, 
who was a nursing supefyisor at 
the 71st Evacuation Hospital near 
Pleiku, where Van Devanter 
worked as an operating-room 
nurse from June 1969 to March 
1970. Td say she's been watch- 
ing too much ‘M*A*S*H.’ ” said 
Grace, now diief nurse at the hos- 
pital in Fort Bragg, North Caroli- 
na. 

"Lynda's exaggerations and the 
negativism of her book distress 
me terribly" said retired Coload 
Edith Knox of Burke, Virginia, 
former bead nurse of tbe 67th 
Evacuation Hospital in Qui 
Nhoo. "This book makes us look 
like a bunch of bed-bopping, 
foul-mouthed tramps." 


Jo Ann Webb of .Arlington, a 
former army nurse, said Van De- 
vanter "fictionalized" the work- 
load and should have used real 
name* in the book. (All names ex- 
cept those of Van Devanter and 
her immediate family were 
changed.) "She talks about this 
endless flow of casualties, and of- 
ficial army figures show the hos- 
pital was only 50 percent fulL" 
said Webb. Tm incensed that 
she’s become a professional veter- 
an and now she’s making money 
off iL" Webb’s husband is author 
James Webb, the former minority 
counsel to the House Committee 
ou Veterans Affairs and a highly 
decorated Marine captain who 
wrote the best-seflinp Vietnam 
novel, “Fields of Fire. 

The criticism is fueled by the 
commercial success of Van De- 
vanter’s book. Tbe paperback 
rights have just been sold for 

Van Devanter, who earns 
212,000 an finall y, says she plans 
to turn over half of' what she 
earns from the book to the WA 
She wrote the book, she says, be- 
cause she wanted to reassure 
female vets disturbed by Vietnam 
memories "that they’re not alone, 
and they’re not crazy. I certainly 
didn’t do it for the money. It’s ab- 
solute bull — for Jo Ann Webb to 
spout these figures, which don’t 
tell you anything about the mag- 
nitude of the casualties. This is 
not a book about numbers. This 
is also not a big sex book. I men- 
tioned exactly two relationships 
in Vietnam, both of which illus- 
trated the need to hold onto an- 
other human being in a situation 
of complete insanity. And I can’t 
believe Jo Ann Webb would say I 
should have used real names. Im- 
agine bong 12 years down the 
road and finding out in a book 
that your husband had an affair 
with someone in Vie tnam " 

Van Devanter’s descriptions of 
Vietnam are substantiated by 
other women veterans, including 
her former roommate, army nurse 
Lynn Calmes KohL "Actually 
what Lynda wrote was mOd,” 
said KohL now a housewife in . 
Appleton, Wisconsin, who. like 
Van Devanter, suffered a break- 
down after the war. “I think very 
few people even realize that wom-

en were in Vietnam, and I think a 
lot of them would like to keep it 
that way. It was like 
*M*A*S*H,’” 

Van Devanter, the second of 
five daughters of a career federal 
bureaucrat had never lived far- 
ther away than Baltimore when 
she was shipped to Vietnam, a 22- 
year-old “superpatriot” who 
wanted to help people and 
dreamed of returning home to a 
life in the Virginia suburbs. 

She returned home at 23, full of 
loathing for the war and anger at 
the army, lived briefly in Alexan- 
dria, moved to Los Angeles and 
then back tO W ashington. 

She lost a series of nursing 
jobs, frequented singles bars in a 
desperate search for companion- 
ship and haunted by wartime 
memories, drank heavily and suf- 
fered bouts of depression so se- 
vere sheened for weeks. 

She went an welfare, married 
and divorced, and finally discov- 


ered through a counselor who 
specialized in veterans’ problems 
that she was suffering from post- 
traumatic stress disorder, a condi- 
tion that affects an estimated 
700,000 male veterans. 

Van Devanter began writing 
the bode in 1979 as therapy. Two 
years and two drafts later she 
hired a professional free-lance 
writer, co-author Christopher 
Morgan. 

“1 had terrible amnesia about 
major portions of time;" Van De- 
vanter recalled, "so we spent davs 
sitting in my living room with the 
tape recorder. He would prod me 
constantly, asking ‘What were 
you holding?’ ‘What were you 
wearing?* Sometimes I just hated 
him. but he made me remember.” 

"The first publisher told me no 
one wanted to read about women 
at war,” she said. "But now I 
thm ic people are more willing to 
talk about iL”
